First-Degree Robbery Charge. 

The bond was signed by Alvin 
Crouppen, a professional bonds- 
man, and is returnable in Court 
of Criminal Correction No. 2 on 
Jan. 11. Sanders is charged in 
the warrant, issued after the two- 
hour questioning of LoPiccolo and 
witnesses by Connor and Assist- 
ant Circuit Attorney James J. 
Rankin, with first-degree robbery. 

During the questioning, LoPic- 
colo told the prosecutors that he 
had fired Bearden. He said that 
he told Bearden he “never wanted 
to see him again.”

Average U.S. Income Tax Figured 
At 9 Pct. Per Family by Bank Board

This Is Equal to Amount Spent on Autos,

WASHINGTON, Dec. 29 (AP)— 

American families pay out as 
much for federal income taxes 
as they spend on automobiles, 
furniture and home appliances— 
from television sets to vacuum 
cleaners. 
A new Federal Reserve board 
report on consumer finances to- 
day estimated that $9 of each 
$100 of income goes for federal 
income tax alone and the same 
amount goes into purchase of the 
listed items. 

The board calculations, based 
on 1949 data obtained in a sur- 
vey this year, figured around $76 
of each $100 is taken by “other 
consumer expenditures.” Lumped 
in that category were outlays for 
food, housing, clothing, medical 
care, other essentials, state and 
local taxes, recreation, transpor- 
tation, education and goods from 
rugs to fur coats. The balance 
of the $100 was credited to “net 
saving.” 

The federal income tax takes 


those in the top fifth of the in- 
come scale, the board noted. It 
ranges down to a 1 per cent share 
of the bottom fifth of incomes. 

The reserve board figured that 
nearly one-third of the nation’s 
50,500,000 “spending units” — 
meaning mostly families living 
together and pooling incomes for 
living costs—overspent their 1948 
incomes. 

But six out of 100 broke even 
—partly because they had no nest 
egg to draw on or no credit avail- 
able—while another 63 managed 
to save a part of their receipts. 

The median or middle-sized 
income of America’s family units 
in 1948 was $2840 and savings 
amounted to $75 or 3.5 per cent 
of income. The results differed 
by income brackets, however, 
working out like this: Families 
in the $6000-a-year bracket saved 
$610 or about 10 per cent of their 
income. For $3750 incomes, sav- 
ings were $235 or 6 per cent; for 
$2000 incomes, $85 or 4 per cent.

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RESTRICTIONS ON NATURAL GAS 
SALE LIFTED IN EAST SIDE AREA 


All restrictions on sales of nat- 
ural gas in the East St. Louis, 
Belleville, Granite City and Hills- 
boro (Ill.) areas served by the 
Illinois Power Co. were lifted to- 
day by the [Illinois Commerce 
Commission.

The committee was set up by big 
firms which offered to dispose of 
supplies in behalf of Japan’s last 
wartime government. 

Komatsu and his associates 
were charged with breaches of 
trust for the way millions of dol- 
lars worth of war supplies were 
dispersed just after Japan’s sur- 
render. More. than two billion 
dollars worth of steel, rubber and

So Senator Taft proposes that 
the Senate Finance Committee 
start an immediate study of the 
“feasibility” of $100 pensions for 
“ at age 65.

Figures do not exist, so far as 
officials know, to indicate how 
many billions repose in private 
trust funds in the form of accum- 
ulated “reserves” for future pen- 
sion payments. 
$11,585,000,000 Held in Trust. 

The Government holds $11,585,- 

000,000 in trust for the federal 
system. The private trusts, at any 
rate, are big enough to be a ma- 
jor factor in the country’s store 
of capital for investment—and 
therefore, a governing wheel on 
industrial expansion and econom- 
ic growth.

“It is 
conservatively estimated,” the re- 
port says, “that consumers in the 
TVA area are saving $33,000,000 
a year in comparison with the 
cost of the same amount of elec- 
tricity under the average of the 
rate schedules prevailing in the 
nation.” 

Residential consumers of TVA 
power paid an average of 1.4 cents 
a kilowatt hour in 1949, compared 
'to the nation-wide average of 2.98 
cents a kilowatt hour.

is a national disgrace. ap 
There is another world war }ooming on the 
horizon. The energy in atoms, if it were used 
for purposes other than bomb-making, could win 
that war for us, and might prevent it altogether. 
Even with the limitations of our existing mi- 


croscopic knowledge of what éan be done with ° 


atomic energy, we know enough to see* how it 
could be used to solve some vast world prob- 
lems. All western Europe, including England 
and Germany, is sorely in need of opening up 
undeveloped areas of the world in order to sup- 
ply new markets and new sources of raw mate- 
rials, for example. 

With existing non-atomic means, this prob- 
lem is staggering. If atomic energy were used 
to run power plants, it might dwindle to entirely 
conceivable and manageable proportions. We 
are concerned with possible fuel shortages in 
the event of war. Atomic energy power plants 
could solve at least a portion of this problem. 
There is a world food shortage. Atomic energy 
power plants could: salvage millions of acres of 
what is now waste land, desert and jungle. 

But all this is still in the realm of pure specu- 
lation. Progress toward converting these dreams 
into realities has been terrifyingly slow, and at 
the present rate of progress, they are still many 
years away. 

The men who have been charged with the con- 
duct of our atomic energy program are not at 
fault. Our national effort has been ineufficient. 
We simply have not had enough brains at work 
on these problems, and We have put roadblocks 
in the way of persons who have been trying to 
solve them. 

Most Americans still think of atomic energy 
only in terms of atomic bombs. They are afraid 


of this unexplored new force with its unknown’ 


possibilities. The result is a national phobia 
which has turned atomic energy into a political 
football. 

Small-minded men both in and out of Con- 
gress have been permitted:to harry unmercifully 
the people who have been trying to learn what 
can be done with atomic energy in order to make 
the nation and the world strong and prosperous. 

Reactionaries and professional Roosevelt-hat- 
ers in both parties are trying to use atomic en- 
‘ergy only to discredit the New Deal. Fright- 
ened men are trying to put the atom back under 
the control of military brass hats, many of whom 
have no more conception of its potentialities 
than they had of the potentialities of the air- 
plane after the first World War. 

Despite the fact that Russia has progressed 
far enough in its research into atomic energy 
to learn how to set off an atomic explosion, isola- 
tionists are trying to prevent the tremendous ad- 
vantages which would ensue if scientists of the 
United States, Great Britain and Canada were 
permitted to consult together on the problem. 
Even plain, old-fashioned party politicking has 
interfered. The continuing delays and harass- 
ments have driven out of the atomic energy 
program many of the men who are sorely needed 
right there. 

We have worried too much about security and 
not enough about development. Certainly the 


essentials of security must be guarded, but “se-’ 


curity” should not be driven-so far that it pre- 
vents progress in research into atomic energy. 

We have confused security with secrecy. The 
security of the nation does not depend on a fu- 
tile attempt to preserve a secret, most of which, 
if it ever existed at all, is already out. The se- 
curity of the nation depends on a fundamental 
readjustment in the nation’s thinking to appre- 
ciate the fact that it is the energy which is im- 
portant about atomic energy, not the incidental 
fact that it can make bombs. 

Atomic energy is an immeasurably powerful 
weapon both for war and:for peace. It will 
never be the weapon it could be for either if 
we continue to dawdle with it until another war 
has engulfed the world. 
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Laws Against Comic Books 

California’s superior court acted wisely when 
it declared unconstitutional a state law which 
would have prohibited sale of “horror” comic 
books to children. The law, the court found, 
was phrased badly. It “strikes down many things 
at which it is fot aimed,” and would have 
banned history text book illustrations of assas- 
sinations, the decision said. 

This sounds like a problem of definition for 
the law-makers, of finding the right words to say 
that they are talking only about comic books. 
But even assuming that such a definition could 
be found, there is a much graver problem in- 
herent in this case. 

Too many Americans succumb to the flip 
phrase, “There ought to be a law.” Too mary 
Americans look for purely legal cures to such 
social sicknesses as lurid comic books. Laws, 
as the history of the Volsted Act and many 
another statute shows, are not magic passports 
to a realm of virtuous conduct and social justice. 

A perfect society cannot be legislated. In 
some cases, remedies for some social evils can 
be embodied in law after, and only after, prac- 
tically everybody agrees that they are evils. In 
other cases, the public conscience and the pres- 
sure of public opinion are better cures than a 
statute, particularly a statute which raises grave 
fundamental problems by limiting freedom of 
expression. : 
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Where Japan Is Slipping Back 

It has taken little time for the editor of the 
Yomiuri Shimbun to be substantiated in his 
statement that a Constitution is no better than 
the will with which it is upheld. Though the 
new Constitution of Japan is only two years old, 
already politicians in Tokyo are thinking up 
means of getting around it. - 

They go to the very heart of the new order— 
the stipulation that never again shall Japan 
maintain an armed force. Spokesmen of the 
Tokyo Administration now say the stipulation 
does not apply to armed forces maintained for 
defense only. Japanese Government spokesmen 
also foreshadow a likely use of ;:a “defense” 
force for acquisitive purposes—they are unsatis- 
fied with the Yalta Agreement and want Oki- 
nawa and Formosa back. 

The same creeping return to the prewar con- 
ditions of Imperial Japan is evident with respect 
to monopolies. It is appearing in‘efforts of the 
Central Government to reestablish dominion 
over all public information services—a device 
which, with the Thought Control Police, com- 
pleted the enslavement of the Japanese mind. 

A new Constitution isn’t turning out to be 
sufficient. There must be enough Japanese, 
effective in the working of their Government, 
who want to put it into practice. As the editor 
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of the Yomiuri Shimbun truly wrote: “It is the 
vanity and illusion to assume that a

We venture that Gandhi’s name will be great 
when many of the so-called leaders of the world 
today are forgotten. 
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Loophole That Needs Plugging 


Collector of Internal Revenue Finnegan says 
that thousands of business and professional men 
in the Eastern District of Missouri operate farms 
solely for the purpose of reducing their income 
tax payments., He says that such outlays, de- 
ductible as expense, are a means of increasing 
the value of the farm through expenditures for 
improvements. 

It is pointless to say that taxpayers should 
not deduct these farm improvements on their 
income tax returns. If the law allows a deduc- 
tion, the taxpayer has a right to make the most 
of it. This, however, does not mean that the 
loophole should stand open after it has been 
observed in general use. 

What Collector Finnegan has seen in Mis- 
souri, other collectors doubtless have seen, some 
of them probably in greater degree. Surely here 
is an obvious job for Congress when it meets 


next month. 


When Nothing Is Nonexistent 

The Air Force required two years, a lot of 
science and considerable money to determine 
that there is no sach thing as a flying saucer. 
And for all that, the only proof the Air Force 
has to offer lies in a mass of information. The 
fact of the matter is that facts won't do. 

What the Air Force is attempting is to tell a 
man that either he doesn’t see straight, or is 
subject to mass hysteria or hoaxes.

It certainly seems so in the matter of campaign funds, Washington 
correspondent says; the American Medical Association alone spends 
of more than is in the combined Democratic and Republican treasuries; 
and the A.M.A. is only one of the free-spending pressure groups.

The news that the American Medical As- 


sociation is going to collect and spend $2,- 
000,000 next year to oppose socialized med- 
icine shows, that the A.M.A. Is going to be 
doing a lot of opposing of socialized medi- 
cine next year. (It has spent most of $1,- 
500,000 doing the same thing this past 
year.) It also shows something else about 
our political system which, for the most 
part, has passed us by without our atten- 
tion. 

[wo million dollars is a lot more money 
than the Republican party has in its treas- 
ury today. And it is money that the Re- 
publican National Committee would give 
its eyeteeth to get its hands on. 

Two million dollars would also look big 
to the Democratic National Committee, al- 
though the Democrats are currently a bit 
better off than the Republicans, thanks to 
ali the Democrats who experienced a re- 
awakening of party loyalty in the early 
hours of the morning after last Novem- 
ber’s election day. 

The Republicans, after spending approxi- 
mately $2,000,000 in the last presidential 
election, started 1949-With $800,000 in the 
till. When the balance was drawn down 
below $100,000 their national treasurer re- 
signed. It is supposed to be a bit above 
that figure today, but not by much. The 
Democrats, who spent $1,680,000 in. the 
1948 campaign, probably have about $250,- 
000 on tap. But neither Republicans nor 
Democrat$ have anything like the wealth 
of the A.M.A. at their immediate disposal, 
although-of course this is an off year. 

Behind these figures is the fact that 
much big money which used to go to the 
two big party organizations for direct po- 
litical action is now moving instead into 
the treasuries of organizations with special 
political causes to plead., Partly this is 
because their causes are not identical with 
those of one or the other of the two big 
parties; partly because they think they can 
get more for their money if they spend it 
themselves than if they donate it to a po- 
litical party; and partly because of new 
laws which make party contributions re- 
portable. 

The A.M.A. is operating the single big- 
gest lobbying operation in the United States 
today. But it is not the only organization 
spending large sums of*money for politi- 
cal action by itself, rather than contribut- 
ing it to the coffers of one of thé regular 
parties. The CIO and the AFL, in par- 
ticular, are in the big league.

$100,000 during the first nine months of 
this year on lobbying or political action, 
and the amounts spent by each:

This is only a small part of the pic- 
ture of the money being spent on politi- 
cal action outside the channels of politi- 
cal parties. 


No one could estimate the cost to the 
taxpayer of political action involved in 
Government operations, such as the cam- 
paign to win support for a nationalized 
health service. No one could discover what 
monies labor unions spend “indirectly on 
political action. The amounts which they 
report to Congress as direct lobbying ex- 
pense are far smaller than their total budg- 
ets for political action. 


No one Has ever compiled the total of 
the cost of “institutional advertising” 
which has a political purpose although it 
goes on the advertising budget of corpora- 
tions and thereby cuts their taxes. No 
one could ever estimate the cost of politi- 
cal pleading on some of our radio pro- 
grams because it is mixed in with news 
and product promotion. 


When Republicans or Democrats take an 
ad, or buy radio time, or put up bill pos- 
ters we know who is advocating what. 
And the time was when most political 
pleading was in such forthright and overt 
form. But those days are long gone by. 

Today politics shuns the overt form and 
the direct appeal. Today you are like 
as not to find it disguised with your 
breakfast cereal, your comics, your music. 

And the treasuries 6f the two big par- 
ties languish.

Between Book Ends 


Impressive But Obscure 


THE SHELTERING SKY, by Paul Bowles. (New Direc- 
tions, 318 pgs., $2.75.) 


“The Sheltering Sky” is an entertaining 
and praiseworthy novel, although a some- 
what disappointing one. The excellent 
quality of the writing quickly attracts 
one’s attention, but not by any verbal 
gymnastics. Restrained, clear, and decep- 
tively effortless, with no air of having 
been put into its skillful order by much 
work, Bowles’ writing has great power to 
evoke images, to set the atmosphere of a 
strange’ land and to sustain the narrative. 
The skill of that prose leads the reader 
through the book despite a mounting feel- 
ing of disbelief, a growing sense of point- 
lessness, until one finishes it with a feel- 
ing of dissatisfaction. The whole some- 
how has been less than the sum of its 
parts. 

The setting of “The Sheltering Sky” is 
North Africa. Three Americans, Port 
Moresby, his wife Kit, and their friend 
Tunner, travel in a haphazard but oddly 
persevering way, 
deeper and deeper 
and deeper into the 
interior, completely 
beyond any tourist 
routes. Moresby 
seems to be driven 
by a masochistic 
need to get as far 
away from civiliza- 
tion as possible, and 
his behavior, though 
strange is fairly 
comprehensible. The 
relative , equanimity

om, Sows accept the incredi- 
ble filth, vermin, poor food, and monoto- 
nous landscape is difficult to understand, 
however, and Bowles, despite his skill 
fails to make it completely believable.

But in some 
respects it is literally his busi- 
ness. 


Everybody’s Concern. 


Subsidies provided by the tax- 
payer have contributed a great 
deal to the development of the 
private airlines. But in another, 
and perhaps even more impor- 
tant respect it is the business of 
the average citizen. This-is be- 
cause the development of civil 
aviation is directly related to mil- 
itary security. 


A group of former air trans- 
port officers of the Navy and the 
Air Force, with some support on 
Capitol Hill, are promoting what 
has come to be known as the air 
merchant marine bill. Under it 
the United States would finance 
the manufacture of transport 
planes—particularly cargo plaries 
which would be leased to the air- 
lines for operation. In this way 
the air-carrying capacity of the 
nation would be greatly augment- 
ed so that an emergency like the 
Berlin blockade or war itself 
would not find the armed forces 
desperately short of cargo planes. 


Easy to Socialize. 


But the Air Transport Asso- 
ciation and the big lines oppose 
this proposal. A confidential 
document being circulated 
through the industry quotes Rob- 
ert Ramspeck, executive vice 
president of the Air Transport 
Association, as warning t&at the 
air merchant marine bill would 
bring the airlines “closer and 
closer to” government ownership 
as time passed.” 


If the danger of governmert 
ownership lurks in this bill, there 
is a far greater danger of na- 
tionalization in the trend toward 
monopoly. It would be so easy. 
for the Government to take over 
a single airline operating with 
supra-government powers in’ the 
foreign field. That is one reason 
monopoly seems to me a mistake. 


Nationalization of a . service 
used by the traveling public 
tends to bring lowered standards 
an@ a general bureaucratic in- 
difference. But so also does pri- 
vate monopoly when it is un-

“I look for the Billikens to 
come back pretty tough after

their defeat at Illinois,” Hickey 
said. .“Each day and each prac- 
tice is just that much more ad- 
vantage for boys that are green 
and young. We're becoming bet-

Three Left at Home. 

For the trip Hickey had to cut 
three men off his squad of 15 
to meet the 12-man limit set by 
the Cotton Bowl tournament 
promoters.

Charlie Brickley Dead at 58; 


Football’s Greatest Dropkicker 


He was twice an All-America 
halfback—in 1913 and 1914—and 
in his three years for the Crim- 
son set records that have never 
been surpassed. 

In the 1913 Yale game, at the 
height of the Crimson’s football 
heyday, he kicked five field goals 
for Harvard’s oaly scoring and a 
15-5 victory. 

Two of his records still stand. 
His 13 field goals in 1913 were 
the most ever kicked by a varsity 
player in a single season. He also 
held the over-all record of 34 
goals out of 37 attempts for his 
three varsity years starting in 
1911. 

Was Advertising Salesman. 
After graduating from Harvard 
he entered the brokerage busi- 
ness and in late years was an 
advertising salesman in New 
York. 

His death was discovered last 
night when a friend at the 
George Washington Hotel heard 
groans coming from Brickley’s 
room and called the house doctor. 
They entered with a pass key and 
found the former grid star lying 
on the floor. He was pronounced 
dead by Dr. Alan Moody, ambu- 
lance surgeon from Bellevue Hos- 
pital. 

His son, Charles E. Brickley 
Jr., said his father had been ill 


work. 

“He just wouldn’t rest; he 
wouldn’t give up ... he was a 
champ right to the end,” the 
younger Brickley said. 

Father and son had appeared 
in mid-Manhattan court yester- 
day to have charges of disorderly 
conduct against them dismissed.

The game 
was deadlocked 0-0 in rain and 
mud, when Brickley drop-kicked 
from the field’s edge and scored 
the points that won MHarvard’s 
game, 3-0. 

He had performed the same 
feat the year before against Dart- 
mouth. 

During his two big years, it 
was Harvard’s strategy to gain 
ground mostly to bring Brickley 
within range of the opposition 
goal posts. His presence on the 
field was rated an automatic six 
points for Harvard.

M@enzel’s p showed masses 
of flaming gases, lying on the 
sun’s magnetic roof, slowly sink- 
ing because they got too heavy 
for the solar magnetism. 

As they sank they sometimes 
set up vast whirls. None as big 
as sunspots has been seen, but 
Menzel said it looks as if this will 
explain the origin of these spots. 

The spots go and come in 11- 
year cycles. They start near the 
sun’s equator, and they slowly 
appear farther and farther north, 
just as if there are seasons on the 
sun the same as on earth.

products. 

This is one time you can really 
go all out on appetizers. They 
fit into the scheme of things, 
and can double as the centerpiece 
for your table. After all, what is 
prettier than a tray of carefully 
prepared hors d'oeuvres? You 
probably have your particular 
pets. . If not, you can find plenty 
of recipes in any good cook book. 
We might mention that sliced 
dried beef can be worked into a 
number of appetizers and will 
help add a color note to the tray. 
And don’t forget stuffed celery, 
a welcome addition and an eco- 
nomical one. 

You will, of course, want one 
hot dish and be sure that it is 
really HOT. If you choose some- 
thing like tiny meat balls, keep 
them warm over a chafing dish. 
Or you may want to use a baked 
ham, beautifully decorated, for 
your piece de resistance.

lucky. this year as to price. There 
are such good old standbys as 
thuringer (a smoked, semi-dry 
sausage), German Salami or Ital- 
ian style salami and smoked beef 
tongue. Many of these have eye 
appeal as well as appetite appeal, 
with their generous additions of 
pickles, pimentoes and olives. 
’ Have at least one salad—two 
are better—and keep them hearty 
ones. Leave the fancy fruit sal- 
ads for the day you entertain 
the girls. Our choice would be 
one fish salad (if it is New Year’s 
Eve, herring is a natural) and 
your favorite slaw. Remember 
that cabbage is one of the budget 
buys. We are told that it is an 
old German tradition to eat some 
forms of pork and cabbage on 
New Year’s Eve or Day for good 
luck—sp if you are having ham 
and a slaw, you can make your 
curtsy to Lady Luck. 

Get a good assortment of 
cheeses—some like ’em mild and 
some like ’em good and tangy, so 
give every one a break. And a 
wide variety of breads is a must 
for any smorgasbord. Get some 
really good rye, if you have to 
make a special trip to your fa- 
vorite bakery. By all means have 
some cheese sticks, even if they 
are of Swiss descent (Kasestan-- 
gen) instead of Swedish, and 
some crisp, crusty rolls.

J don't please don’t, end up 

with a rich, fancy dessert. A 
bowl of choice fruits and nuts 
will be the perfect ending. And 
a-bowl -piled high with those 
handsome California navel or- 
anges (the first temple oranges 
from Florida arrived last week, 
also), pears, tangerines, grapes 
and bananas is quite as beautiful 
as the most elaborate dessert. In- 
cidentally, the first of the new 
crop of strawberries from Florida 
have just arrived, and will cer- 
tainly add a festive note to your 
array. Have plenty of good, 
strong coffee on hand—and once 
again we remind you of that all- 
important little three-letter word, 
HOT—and you have a feast fit to 
welcome in the best of years. 

One final word. Do a bit of. 
stage setting for your 1950 pre- 
mier. Use a plain tablecloth, the 
better to exhibit the beauty of 
your dishes. If you have wooden 
bowls or platters, let them play 
a leading role. And by all means 
light your table with candles— 
but be sure there are enough to 
supply ample light.

If you are planning an “Open 
House” for New Year’s Day you 
will want good food to go with 


the good cheer, cofiversation and 
general good will that an occasion 
like this engenders. 


Finger .foods are best. Hot 
broiled snacks, sandwiches with 
all manner of tasty fillings, are 
the tempting mouthfuls that will 
have your guests returning for 
second and third helpings. 


Sandwich Hints. 


If you serve sandwiches you 
will want to make them ahead of 
time to save last minute bother 
and fussing. “To prevent the 
moist filling from soaking into 
the bread, spread a thin layer of 
soft butter or margerine to cover 
the crusts, edges and corners. 
Fillings should be chilled to im- 
prove the flavor. To keep your 
sandwiches fresh, use a large 
shallow pan. Place a damp towel 
in the bottom and allow the 
edges to hang over the sides. 
Cover with waxed paper. Stack 
the sandwiches with waxed paper 
over each layer, then fold the 
edges of the towel snugly over 
the sandwiches.

Hearty Breakfast Staves Off 
Fatigue—Meat, Eggs; Milk, 
Cereal Are Sources. '

Something ‘new can be added 
to the popular slogan, “Eat a 
good breakfast to start a good 
day.” 

The addition is, “and put in 
some protein-rich foods.” 

Comparing eight kinds of 


American breakfasts scientists 
have obtained evidence that 
breakfast featuring protein-rich 
food, such as milk and’ eggs, can 
do more for the eater’s sense of 
well-being and stage off fatigue 
hours longer than a morning meal 
with less protein. 

To learn more about physiolog- 
ical effects of eating different 
combinations of food in the morn- 
ing, Dr. Elsa Orent-Keiles and 
Lois F. Hallman, nutrition chem- 
ists in the Bureau of Human Nu- 
trition and Home Economics, 
served meals for test periods to 
nine laboratory workers. In the 
two year study, breakfasts put to 
test ranged from a cup of black 


coffee to a hearty meal that in- 
cluded eggs and bacon. 7 
Those in the experiment con- 
sistently reported a sense of well- 
being when breakfast contained 
the larger amounts of protein. 
Their feelings agreed with the 
record of their blood-sugar level 
—physiological indicator of the 
body’s response to different 
meals, use in the study. : 
Under the experimental condi- 
tions, the favorable feeling of 
well-being seemed to depend 
more on the amount and quality 
of protein in a breakfast than on 
the calories from starch, sugar, 
or fat. Influen¢e of a breakfast 
with plenty of protein lasted even 
into the afternoon, when the 
workers ate a light lunch of a 
sandwich and coffee. 
Stressing need for further re- 
search, the scientists say: 
“It begins to appear

TURKEY WINGS BARBECUED 
AN ECONOMICAL DISK 


If your buying habits have 
turned to turkey by the piece, a 
dish in economical order is 

Barbecued Turkey Wings. 

Make a sauce of two table- 
spoons of brown sugar, one-half 
teaspoon of chili powder, three- 
fourths teaspoon of salt, two 
tablespoons of vinegar, one table- 
spoon of Worcestershire sauce, 
one-third cup of tomato catsup, 
and one and one-half cups of 
water. Place four wings in a 
large frying pan, pour the sauce 
over them, and cover the pan. 

Simmer the wings over a low 
heat until they’re tender. That 
should take about two hours. 
Then remove the cover and place 
the pan under the broiler. Con- 
tinue cooking, basting frequently, 
about 15 minutes until the sauce 
is absorbed.

Branches of U.S, Oil 
Companies Among 
Those Nationalized. 


By ENDRE MARTON. 
BUDAPEST, Dec. 29 (AP)— 
Hungary’s Communist Govern- 
ment today seized a large num- 
ber of foreign-owned companies, 


|charging they were being used 


“to build up espionage and sabo- 


itage rings.” 


Among those ordered national- 
ized was the Standard Electric 
Works, a subsidiary of the Amer- 
ican-owned International Tele- 
phone and Telegraph Co. Two 
foreign officers—an American 
and a Briton—and a Hungarian 


‘manager of the company are in 
vith espionage and 
sabotage. 

Hungarian Firms Seized. 


The government also broad-/ 


ened its nationalization program 
by. taking over all Hungarian- 
owned enterprises employing 
more than 10 persons and all 
iprinting plants employing more 
than five. This was considered a 
long step toward further social- 
ization of the country’s economy. 

Compensation was promised 
for foreign and domestic-owned 
nationalized plants: The foreign. 
companies seized had previously 
been exempted in 1948 from na- 
tionalization, although every 
Hungarian manufacturing firm 
employing more than 100 persons 
was nationalized at that time. 

Minister of State Ernoe Geroe, 
who directs the nation’s economy, 
announced the seizure as “abso- 
lutely necessary” to wipe out the 
remains of foreign holdings to 
“prevent these undertakings from 
being used for subversive machi- 
nations.” 


Three Officers Accused. 

Recent government announce- 
meuts have declared that the of- 
ficers of the International Tele- 
phone and Telegraph Co. in jail 
have confessed to police they 
were guilty of spying and plot- 
ting sabotage. They are Robert 
Vogeler, American, and Edgar 
Sanders, British, both of whom 
were arrested with the Hungarian 
manager of the company, Irme 
Geiger, in November. 

“Foreign imperialists have been 
using the owners and leaders of 
these undertakings (companies) to 
build up espionage rings and pre- 
pare sabotage actions,” Geroe 
said. 

He said such activities had been 
going on in the Hungarian sub- 
sidiary of the Standard Oil Co. 
(Maort) and the Standard Electric 
Works. Others nationalized includ- 
ed the Hungarian branches of the 
Shell Oil Co., Vacuum Oil Co., 
the Dutch- 
the 
Swiss-owned Brown-Boveri 'Elec- 
trical Works and various textile 
factories. 

In New York, I. T. & T. said 
“the conduct of our business has 
always been in entire conformity 
with the laws of our country and 
those of the countries in which we 
operate, and any statement or ac- 
cusation that our organization 
was used for illegal purposes is, 
of course, without any foundation 
whatever.”

The Supreme Court decision, 
handed down just before Christ- 
mas, held that circuit court was 
without power to authorize a 
change in rates while considering 
the company’s appeal to it from 
the commission order. The only 
question before the circuit judge 
was the validity of the commis- 
sion’s action, said the Supreme 
Court decision. | 

“In determining this question,” 
the Supreme Court continued, 
“the (circuit) court was limited 
to the record made before the 
commission. The court was not 
concerned with the question of 
whether conditions arising since 
the close of the hearings before 
the commission caused a confis- 
cation of the company’s prop- 
erty.” 

The Supreme Court, acting 
unanimously, held that the com- 
mission order of Oct. 8, denying 
any rate increase, must stand un- 
til the company’s appeal is de- 
cided on its merits. Counsel for 
the objecting organizations have 
interpreted the Supreme Court 
ruling to mean that a complete 
hearing on merits of the rate in- 
crease question must be held in 
circuit court.

| RES 2 Says “a 
agency Program Falls 
Far Short of Needs, 
Plans Fight. 


By a Special Correspondent of 

the Post-Dispatch. 
HELENA, Mont., Dec. 29—Gov. 
John W. Bonner (Dem.) of Mon- 
tana has made public the figures 
on which he has based his charge 
that Interagency plans fall far 
short of providing enough elec- 
tric power for Montana. 


Bonner has served notice that 
he would press this issue at the 
next meeting of the Missouri 
Basin Interagency Committee, at 
Sioux City, Ia., Jan. 19. He made 
the complaint first before the 
committee at Omaha, Nebr., 
Dec. 1. 

This is part of two of the big 
basic problems confronting Inter- 
agency in its huge program for 
developing water and land re- 
sources of the Missouri Valley— 
making ample electric power 
available and spreading the water 
supply to eover all desires, in- 
cluding irrigation. Bonner’s fig- 
ures, prepared by the official 
Montana State Water Board, indi- 
cate also that the lion’s share of 
Missouri river water in Montana 
would be devoted to irrigation, 
largely of land in North Dakota. 


Power at Two Dams. 


Interagency plans call for hy- 
dro-electric power production in 
Montana at Fort Peck dam, oper- 
ated by the Army engineers, agd 
at Canyon Ferry dam, being 
built and to be operated by the 
Bureau of Reclamation. 

“Because the Missouri basin 
plan proposes to use the Missouri 
river waters principally for irri- 
gation,” said the state board's re- 
port to the Governor, “the use 
of these waters for power under 
the proposed projects is quite 
limited and power production is 
seasonal. The principal source 
of power, Fort Peck, is commit- 
ted to maintain a regulated 
stream flow for the Missouri- 
Souris (irrigation) project. In 
fact, the Bureau of Reclamation 
estimates that the mean monthly 
power production at Fort Peck 
will drop as low as 29,600 kilo- 
watts.”

85,450. In sharp contrast it esti- 
'mated that the monthly demand 
for power for irrigation pumping 
and REA co-ops would range from 
65,600 kilowatts in five winter, or 
non-irrigating, months to 153,100 
in the five main irrigating months, 
and 95,600 in April and October. 
That would make the mean 
monthly average demand 107,508 
kilowatts.

Is Planned by Federal Burean\jiy 


Formula Set Up to Measure Cost of Living| 
for $3000-a- Year Families, but Critics 
Say It Can Be 10 Pct. Wrong. * 


By SAM DAWSON. 

NEW YORK, Dec. 29 (AP)— 
The cost of living holds high, but 
is still well below last year’s peak. 
This was announced yesterday in 
a Government-calculated index 
which showed a rise of one tenth 
of 1 per cent over October. It 
was 168.6 per cent of the 1935-39 
average, or 2 per cent lower 
a year ago. 

This cost-of-living index has at 
least two points in common. with 
the new Einstein theory: 

1, The average man has about 
as much difficulty understand- 
ing how one is arrived at as 
the other. 

2. To quote Einstein: “I have 
not yet found a way to confront 
the results of the theory with 
experimental evidence.” 

Or, on the cost of living level 
—after you've finished paying all 
the month’s bills, why doesn’t 
your remaining cash, if any, go 
up and down in sympathy with 
the rise and fall in the Bureau 
of Labor’ Statistics’ consumers’ 
price index? Why can’t you no- 
tice the difference you're told 
exists? 

The BLS admits its index isn’t 
all that it might be. And the bu- 
reau is spending $4,000,000 in the 
hope of bringing the index in line 
with reality. When it does, this 
may affect, to the tune of a large 
amount, such wage contracts as 
that of General Motors, which is 
tied in with this. BLS index. 


Change in Living Habits. 

As it stands, the index meas- 
ures the changes in the cost of 
living of city families with in- 
comes around $3000 a year. But 
since the complicated weighting 
formula of the index was set up, 
living conditions have changed, 
eating habits are different, family 
income levels are much higher. 
Some critics of the index say that 
the mathematical formtla used 
can get as much as 10 per cent 
off base. Any error, they contend, 
grows progressively over the 
years. 

How is the index made up? 
There are six main divisions: Ap- 
parel, food, fuel and refrigera- 
tion, house furnishings, rent and

subdivided into: cereals and bak- 
ery products; products; 
fruits and vegetables; meats, poul- 
try and fish. The fuel component 
is divided into gas and electricity 
and other fuels. 

Each month the bureau sends 
shoppers out in a number of 
cities to buy from a list supposed- | 

typical of what a $3000-a-year 
amily would use. Each item is 
then weighed to bring it into 
line with what the bureau thinks 
its place should be in the average 
family budget. 

Index Challenged. 

Any such index is likely to be 
questioned in times of irregular 
price movements, with some items 
going up and some going down, 
as at present. 

For example, rents of some 
persons have been raised, and 
their gas, telephone or electricity 
rates hiked. This may weigh 
more heavily on their particular 
budget than the easing of food 
prices.

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Chipped Beef and Artichoke Hearts an Example of i ne Way to Start the Day

OME scientists completed a 
§ survey the other day and 
came up with the 
revelation — you won't believe 
at the trouble with peo- 
ple today is, they don't eat 
enough? breakfast. This is about 
as revealing as the news that’ the 
sun rises in the east. 

Anyone with an ounee of 
brains should have found out for 
himself. a long time. ago that he 
can't hope to hit on all eight 
cylinders with a breakfast in him 
of fruit juice and black coffee, 
with maybe a tablespoon of some 
Patented cereal. 

Those breakfasts may be all 
right for stenographers who are 
trying to reduce and men who 
have hangovers, but if you're go- 
ing forth to meet the stresses 
and strains of today’s world, 
you’ve got to be fortified, broth- 
er, and you can’t get fortified on 
a doughy sweet roll and a cup 
of coffee. 

Breakfast in most homes today 
has become a hit or miss affair, 
mostly miss. Everyone eats on 
the run, and no two memvers of 
the family ever eat together. For 
one thing, they don’t have time, 
and for another they eat so little 
it’s hardly worth taking thé time 
to sit down to. About the near- 
est approach to the old fash- 
ioned breakfast is the Sunday 
morning breakfast, to which some 
families still cling, and it can 
be a delightful occasion. It takes 
a little more effort than pouring

countries now operate on a basis 
of co-operation, free will and 
equality. 

Indonesia is no longer: a colo- 
nial dependency. It remains to be 
proved, however, how successful 
the new government will be. 
Naturally the Dutch Government 
will be fearful and wonder if the 
Indonesians have the ability to 
maintain a stable political life 
and bring the resources of the 
rich islands back to the type of 
prosperity they had before the 
war.

IT WILL NOT BE all plain 
sailing for the Indonesian Govern- 
ment. Their immediate needs are 
going to be difficult to supply, 
and there will appear among their 
own people extremists who will 


probably try to bring about dis- =

There has been, 
and perhaps will continue to be, 
a certain amount of guerrilla war- 
fare. 

All of this is not easy for a 
new nation to face and there are 
still certain details that must be 
settled with the Dutch Govern- 
ment.

The question of how that*is to be 
paid will have to be settled before 
very long.

‘A. Follow the first (bold-faced) 
listing, The second (respelling for 
pronunciation) often syllabicates 
in a way that would be incorrect 
for dividing a word into syllables, 
for example: 

scal-y (ska-li) 

' It therefore is correct to syl- 
labicate the word scaly thus: 
scal-y, and not as “sca-ly.” 

Q. Will you please explain the 
difference between a_ tonsillec- 
tomy and a tonsillotomy?—R.A.W. 

A. Generally speaking, both 
words designate the surgical re- 
moval of the tonsils, and tonsil- 
lectomy is the prevailing word. 

Strictly speaking, however, there 
is a fine distinction. Tonsillec- 
tomy is formed from tonsil plus 
the combining form—ectomy, from 
the Greek—ektomia, from ektome, 
meaning “excision,” used to de- 
note surgical removal. Therefore 
a tonsillectomy is an operation 
for the removal of the tonsils.

Mrs. Ben S. Lang’ s Home Is Center for Volunteer Group Carrying on Work Her Daughter Started

NE night last summer, Mrs. 

Ben S. Lang returned to her 

home at 5965 West Cabanne 
place and found it a merry scene 
of varied activity. In one room 
a movie was being reviewed, in 
another f was being repaired, 
in still another, picture projec- 
tors were being oiled. Typewrit- 
ers and tongues filled the air 
with clackety-clack and yackety- 
yack. Back in the kitchen, Mrs. 
Lang located her husband hud- 
dled over a small radio listening 
to the ball game. 

“It was the only place I could 
find,” a explained meekly. 

The Langs are quite happy 
about this continual open house 
program, however, for they have 
voluntarily made their home the 
headquarters of the Volunteer 
Film Association. The organiza- 
tion, which shows motion pic- 
tures to 3500 shut-ins every 
month, was originated by their 
daughter, the late Marjorie Lang, 
a shut-in herself with a progres- 
sive illness. Since Marjorie’s 
death last year, silvery-haired, 
motherly Mrs. Lang has con 
tinued to mother the entire or- 
ganization, and while it officially 
occupies only a wing of the house 
and a specially built-in entry way, 
actually it spreads out over the 
entire residence. 

“You can’t say Mrs. Lang is 
a part of our organization,” one 
volunteer said. “She is the or- 
ganization. Volunteers feel their 
evening isn’t complete unless 
they’ve checked in with Mrs. 
Lang. When girls go to some of 
the downtown or outlying neigh- 
borhoods, she worries about them, 
can’t go to sleep till they get 
back.” 

“They’re supposed to cross off 
their name on the slate when they 
come back,” Mrs. Lang explained, 
“put sometimes by mistake they 
do it when they leave and every 
now and then someone. gets 
locked out. I’m afraid more than 
one of them has seen me in my 


nightie.”

Marjorie’s old room on 
the second floor is now an office, 
and Marjorie’s former maid, Ella, 
still helps out. Two girls were 
typing as we came in, and Sue 
Barnes, the former occupational 
therapist, now head of the organ- 
ization and its only paid employe, 
was sorting films for Christmas 
showings. Some small + shut- ins 
would see “Mickey Plays Santa,” 
others the monkey show at the 
Zoo, older ones, Edgar Queeny’s 
“Prairie Wings.” For a 14-year-old 
boy who loves aircraft there was 
a film about “The. Banshee.” 

The association, in addition, is 
making its own film, a documen- 
tary one written and acted in by 
volunteers. It opens with a view 
of the screen Marjorie’s back, as 
the narrator tells how she was a 
shut-in with only the picture win- 
dow of her room for contact with 
the outer world.

ATE on the last afternoon 
L of the old year, one of our 

country’s most successful 
bankers sat restlessly at his 
desk.

The thing 
I had to do was to look for- 
ward into the future.” 

This man had learned a 
basic truth. That truth is that 
it is unhealthy to carry into to- 
day and preserve for tomorrow 
the mistakes and failures of 
yesterday. Today is designed 
to carry its own burdens and 
no more. The Scriptures say 
that sufficient unto the day is 
the evil thereof, or the respon-

SIR WILLIAM OSLER, a 
great physician, once lectured, 
in 1906, at Yale University. What 
He said on that occasion is as 
wise and fresh as when first 
uttered.

He had just made an ocean 
voyage and he described in his 

ech how a great ocean liner 
is so built that its captain, by 
merely pressing a button, can 
bring down great iron doors to 
shut off one bulkhead from an- 
other. This safety device often 
can keep a ship afloat in an 
emergency. Osler reminded his 
audience, that in the voyage of 
life, you must discover how to 
press a button and make the 
great bulkheads of your mind 
come down. Learn to shut out 
your yesterdays, and all their 
failures, mistakes and unhappi- 
ness. Learn, too, how to shut 
out the unborn tomorrows, so

ing your powers on making the 
best of the day at hand. 

We are about to begin a new 
year and, more than that, we 
are beginning a new half-cen- 
tury. I don’t approve of lim- 
iting oneself to New Year’s res- 
olutions because I think we 
have to resolve to change for 
the better, not once a year, but 
every day. 


However, there is one resolu- 
lution I can heartily recom- 
mend. That is a resolution to 
start the New Year and the 
new half-century off.right by 
practicing the art of forgetting.

If you have sinned or made 
mistakes, get forgiven and 
learn from them, then walk 
away from them, and forget 
them.
